This verse is a clear promise of 
the Holy Spirit. How happy I was 
in reading a book by D. L. Moody 
one time when I read these words: 
“God said, ‘I will pour water on 
him that is thirsty.’’’ I must have 
read that verse many times, but 
I never did get it until I saw that 
D. L. Moody called attention to it. 
God said, “I will pour water upon 
him that is thirsty, and floods up- 
on the dry ground: I will pour my 
spirit upon thy seed, and my bless- 
ing upon thine offspring.” 


The World Can Not Quench Thirst 


Water for the thirsty! Water 
for the thirsty! This world is 
thirsty. The Lord Jesus on the 
cross said, “I thirst! I thirst!” I 
am sure that in the thirst of Je- 


|sus there was more than you would 


notice at once. There are two rea- 
sons that Jesus was thirsty. He 
was thirsty for Himself. The blood 
was pouring from the wounds in 
His body, and with the sweat pour- 
ing from His body, His tongue 
thickening in His mouth, the sun 
shining down in the hot climate — 
Jesus was thirsty physically. But 
let me remind you, Jesus was tak- 
ing the part of sinners, and He 
was suffering as a sinner suffers. 
When Jesus said, “I thirst,” He 
stood for the thirst of Hell. 

The world is thirsty. Every man 
you meet is thirsty. If you could 
see in people’s hearts the trouble 
and heartbreak, you would find 


Oh wondrous joy to meet them | that the whole world has unrest 


and unease and dissatisfaction. 
People are longing for what they 
do not have. This world is thirsty. 
Sometimes people do not have 
sense enough to know what they 
seek and what their hearts long 
for, but they are thirsty. 

Last week an ocean liner was 
anchored at Havana, Cuba, with 
more than nine hundred refugee 
Jews who wanted to land there. 
They sent representatives to gov- 
ernment officers, but were told they 
could not land there. Finally the 
authorities said if the Jews did not 
move their ship away from the 
Havana harbor, it would be es- 
corted out into the sea. They said, 
“We will not have these Jews land 
here.’”’ And the paper this morning 
said that the ship started steam- 
ing slowly back toward Hamburg, 
Germany, for the Jews to be put 
off again on the soil of those who 
hate and despise them. They were 
radioing and trying to get arrange- 
ments with the Dominican gov- 
ernment to get off there and start 
life again in that strange land, 

I will tell you what is wrong 
with our Jewish friends. There is 
a hunger in their hearts that will 
never be satisfied until they turn 
back to God.

ler with that wringing fire in his 
bones and heart that makes him 
crazy for land and creates such a 
hatred against the people of God? 
After all, people are thirsty. Hitler 
thinks he would be satisfied if he 
had power. And people all around 
us think if they had money they 
would be satisfied. This world has 
a famine; it is dry ground. This 
world needs a rain from God. God 
says, “I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty.” 

The Bible says many things 
about this matter of those that 
thirst. In John the seventh chap- 
ter, Jesus stood and cried that last 
great day of the feast and said, 


“If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink. 

“He that believeth on me, 
as the scripture hath said, 
out of his belly shall flow riv- 
ers of living water” (John 7: 
37, 38). 

In the fourth chapter of John, 
Jesus came to the woman at the 
well of Sychar who was thirsty and 
had come for water. She had 
brought her pitcher but Jesus gave 
her water that was not in the well. 
Jesus said to her, 


“If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to

thee, Give me to drink; thou 

wouldest have asked of him, 

and he would have given thee 
living water.’ 

And little by little He brought 
out her deep dissatisfaction and 
uncovered the thirst of her heart, 
and showed her her need of what 
He had, and turned her away from 
her hatred of the Jews and of 
Himself. Finally she said, 


“I know that Messias com- 
eth, which is called Christ: 
when he is come, he will tell 
us all things.” _ 

And Jesus said, “I that speak 
unto thee am he.

When she knew that He was the 
Messias, she dropped her waterpot 
and forgot all about the water she 
had come out to get, and ran into 
the city to tell the men. She had 
living water “springing up into 
everlasting life.” 

This matter is all through the 
Bible. In Isaiah 55:1, the Lord 
says: 

“Ho, every one that thirat- 
eth, come ye to the waters, 
and he that hath no money; 
come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk with-

Man Gets Five Years For 
Crash Killing Bro. Chenault 


The Dallas News of June 3rd 
says, 

“John Burns, Dallas World 
War veteran, was assessed five 
years in the penitentiary in a 
jury verdict Friday at McKin- 
ney on a charge growing out 
of an automobile crash near 
McKinney April 1, in which 
the Rev. P. B. Chenault, 35, of 
Waterloo, Iowa, was killed. . .”’ 


In the trial it was proved that 
Burns was drunk. He was stopped 
in McKinney by friends who urged 
him not to try to drive to Dallas 
since he was incapacitated. He in- 
sisted; though it was past 1:00 
o'clock in the morning of April 
lst. It was proven that after the 
accident he was so drunk he had 
to be helped from the car, that his 
eyes were glassy, that he seemed 
not to know what he had done. 
The next day, after twelve hours, 
he was not entirely sober and 
smelled strongly of liquor. It was 
shown that he was over on the 
wrong side of the road, crashing 
into Brother Chenault’s car. Broth- 
er Chenault, pastor of Walnut 
Street Baptist Church of Water- 
loo, Iowa, who had the night be- 
fore closed a revival in Dallas with 
the Fundamentalist Baptist Church, 
was instantly killed. Mrs. Chenault 
was injured and two year old 
daughter, Virginia Lou, was only 
shaken up. 

While the hearts of good people 
will be full of pity for the man 
who goes for five years to the 
penitentiary, surely none of us can 
be sorry that the law took its 
proper course, and was enforced. 
The man was guilty of murder. 
To keep him off the road for five 
years may save a number of lives. 
Let us pray for his salvation, but 
let none lament that we still have 
law and that a jury of twelve men 
assessed the penalty specified by 
law for such crime. He had been 
arrested numerous times for 
drunkenness and for other law 


breaking that accompanied drunk- 
enness. 


Who Murdered Brother Chenault? 


Who really killed Brother Che- 
nault? We see the deadly danger 
of drunken drivers, but do you be- 
lieve the guilt stops with that driv- 
er who goes to the pen? Certainly 
not! The man who sold the booze 
was equally guilty! The man who 
sold John Burns liquor has the 
blood of dear Brother P. B. Che- 
nault on his hands! Down through 
the years, liquor dealers have been 
preacher-murderers.

bloody crime! 

Every glass of beer has death 
in it! It may make the hand un- 
steady on the wheel, resulting in a 
fatal crash. It may inflame the 
mind and lead to quarrels and mur- 
der. The man who drinks makes 
himself potentially a murderer. 
The man who sells the drink be- 
comes a partner in the crime that 
it leads to in such a large per- 
centage of cases. Every man who 
rents a building for a beer joint, 
every brewer, every distiller, every 
girl who hops cars and serves beer 
is a partner in the murder! How 
many had part in killing this dear 
preacher, Brother P. B. Chenault!

In the last chapter of the Bible, 
Revelation 22:17, the Lord Jesus 
Says again, 

“And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come. And let him 
that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. 
And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely.” 
If anybody is thirsty, let him 
come. The Bible is full of invita- 
tions to the thirsty. There is water 
for the thirsty. 

‘I have found this—anything that 
is a legitimate desire, God has the 
answer to it. My father said some- 
thing one time that touched me as 
a boy. I thought it a rather strange 
thing. He said, “Love begets love.” 
If you love somebody, and if you 
pour out your soul in love, there is 
something about love that must 
have an answer. God never put a 
hunger in the heart unless He had 
something to satisfy that heart. 
Oh, if we could just realize today 
that for all the things we need, 
God has the answer. If you are 
thirsty, God has water for you. You 
may think you want this or that or 
the other, but really you do not. It 
is not money you want. Maybe you 
think if you had money you would 
educate your children. But it is 
not money you want. It is the end 
of the you want. If you had 
money, you might ruin your chil- 
dren. It is not money, it is some- 
thing else you want. I use that 
only as an illustration. We have 
a thirst for something only God 
can give. God has water for every 
thirsty heart, and He says, “I will 
pour water on him that is thirsty.”’ 
We Christians ought to expect 
ask more and want more 
Sometimes people 
Say to me, “You expect too much 
of a Christian life. You cannot 
expect God to give you everything 
you want.’ They have the disap- 
pointed attitude and they discour- 
age young Christians from asking 
a lot. Many people say to young 
Christians, “Be careful, you are 

g so much, God will not 
change all nature in order for it 
to rain when ‘you want it to rain 
or quit raining when you want it 
te stop.” Older Christians some- 
time say to young Christians, “You 
cannot be on the mountain top all 
the time. You have got to come 
down to drudgery,” and thus dis- 
courage young Christians from 
wanting to be happy and filled 
with the Spirit all the time. 

I remember a preacher said to 
me one time, and this man is a 
pastor of a good church in Texas; 
he is a good preacher. He has a 
keen mind, a good knowledge, has 
a good delivery, a good personality, 
but on this thing he fdils. He 


‘never has a great pouring out of 


the Spirit of God on him. One 
time when I was a young preach- 
er, I said to him, “I must go, I 
am bound to get out in revivals. I 
am dying to preach.” 

He said to me, “John, I used to

have that unrest lots of times, but 
you cannot always be on the moun- 
tain top and in the midst of reviv- 
als. You must learn to be content 
without it.” 

Well, I have not learned to be 
content without it, and I ought not 
to learn to be content. He sinned 
when he put the lid on that hunger 
of his own heart and did not ask 
for what he wanted and did not 
have God fill the hunger in his 
heart. He should have gotten the 
power and let God pour water on 
him. God says, “I will pour water 
on him that is thirsty.” If you are 
thirsty, God has the answer to it. 
If you have a hunger in your heart, 
God has the answer. If there is a 
need in your soul, God wants to 
fill it. He said, “I will pour water 
on him that is thirsty.” 


Not Just a Glass Full, But Floods! 


Are you thirsty? Do you want 
God to give you a glass of water? 
God says, “I will do more than 
that, I will turn the hose on you.” 
God says, “I will POUR water on 
him that is thirsty.’ Is it just a 
sip of water you ask for? Is it 
like the rich man in Hell who 
asked for Lazarus to dip the tip 
of his finger in water and cool his 
tongue? A lot of Christians are 
like that rich man. They just want 
a drop of water. They just want to 
get by. They do not expect to be 
happy in this life. 

I asked a preacher how he was 
getting along, and he said, “I am 
as near happy as I can expect to 
be in this world.” A preacher of 
the gospel talking like that! My 
friends, God has an abundance! If 
you are thirsty, He will just turn 
the hose on you. He will pour 
water on them that are thirsty, 
and floods of water on the dry 
ground. 

Some people have an idea that 
a man can drink a little of the 
water of God, and wipe his lips, 
and nobody can tell he has had a 
drink. But God wants you to get 
water all over you. “I will POUR 
water upon him that is thirsty,”’ 
God said. Some people cannot un- 
derstand how one can be filled with 
the Spirit, and baptized with the 
Spirit, too. :He-is filled inside and 
baptized outside. God turns the 
hose on you, and you get plenty 
outside and plenty inside, too. 

I will tell you what is the matter 
with many of us. What we need 
is a fresh pouring out of the Spir- 
it of God upon us, a thirst for 
God until God will pour out afresh 
His Spirit upon us. God is ready 
now, and willing. He has plenty 
and you and I should not be satis- 
fied with just a little that does 
not show. 

Is my preaching old to you? 
It would not be if you were really 
on fire for God, and if I were real- 


God. God is not old to you. The 
Spirit is not old to you. If we were 
filled with Him, He would burn 
in your hearts while I preached, 
and there would be a joy you could 
not control, and you would be 
praising God all the time. That is 
what you need and what I need 
on my ministry. 

Too many Christians are like the 
young man who was working with 
ungodly people, and his pastor 
asked him how he was getting 
along. I am getting along fine,”’ 
he answered. “Nobody there knows 
I am a Christian yet.’’ Nobody had 
found out he was a child of God. 
Nobody had embarrassed him, be- 
cause he had not told anybody that 
he was a Christian. That is the 
kind of water that just gets inside 
and does not get on the outside. 
You have not had a flood poured 
out on you. God wants to turn 
the hose on you. He said, “I will 
pour water upon him that is 
thirsty, and floods upon the dry 
ground.” 

I want you to get this straight 
and clear. The Lord is not talking 
about just having the Holy Spirit 
to dwell in a Christian. Every

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child of God does have the Spirit 
of God dwelling in him. If you are 
saved, the Spirit of God lives in 
your body, but the Bible does .not 
talk nearly as much about that, 
that the Spirit of God lives in your 
body, as it does about the fact that 
you can have the Holy Spirit up- 
on you. The Holy Spirit in you is 
one thing; that is being saved. But 
the Holy Spirit wpon you, that is 
another thing. You can drink, and 
that is salvation. But then, “He 
that believeth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water.’’ 
That is salvation for somebody 
else. God is not just talking about 
your getting saved, He says, “I 
will water your parched soul and 
pour floods on the cracked ground.”’ 


The Freshness of a Spirit-Filled Life 

Sometimes there is a drouth in 
west Texas and the sky is like 
brass, the earth is like iron, and 
the ground is cracked in great fis- 
sures. I have gone all over the 
land with an auger, and down, 
down we would go, trying to find 
water. Then we would tie a rope 
in a ring, and let it down farther, 
until we were down twenty or 
thirty feet. Everything had gone 
dry in the whole county, and we 
were hauling water for ninety head 
of stock. The grass was all burned 
up and the fields were bare. Even 
the cane was curling and brown. 
A drouth in west Texas is a ter- 
rible thing. But a drouth on your 
soul is worse than that. Do you 
have a drouth today? Don’t you 
want the flood of rain to make 
your life green again with a rich- 
ness of the Spirit you used to 
have? Do you want the rejoicing 
you had as a young Christian? Do 
you want power and freshness of 
the Spirit of God? 

Some Christians have no green- 
ness in their lives. The Bible says 
about a righteous man that “he 
shall be like a tree planted by the 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth 
his fruit in his season; his leaf 
also shall not wither; and what- 
soever he doeth shall prosper.’’ But 
a lot of Christians not only do not 
have any fruit, they do not have 
any leaves on the tree! Jesus came 
to a fig tree and cursed it because 
it had nothing but leaves. It did 
not have any fruit. But a lot of 
Christians do not even have the 
leaves of rejoicing. There is no 
sweetness, no summer time in your 
heart. The song says, “There is 
springtime in my soul today,” and 
there ought to be springtime, the 


blossoms, and the growing of green 
things in the hearts of Christians. 
If your life is drouth-stricken with 
the fields barren and the pastures 
dried up and eaten by grasshoppers 
and the streams all gone and dry, 
then come to God today and say, 
“Lord, I want You to pour out upon 
me the Spirit of God and give me 
a freshness and a greenness, and 
the joy and fruitfulness again.” 

Out in West Texas it gets so hot 
the cotton looks like it is going to 
die, the way it droops. And a lot 
of you droop down in your seats 
like these cotton leaves. You just 
droop down, your joy about gane. 
After a while a good shower comes 
and the cotton freshens up and 
straightens up and grows out again. 
If the Lord would pour upon us 
His Spirit, our lives would be green 
with blessing. 

God says, “I will pour water up- 
on him that is thirsty and floods 
of water upon the dry ground.” 
God has plenty. Do not ever think 
that God has a limited blessing 
for us. Every where I go I find 
Christians who are defeated. They 
try to excuse themselves for not 
having joy and power. They are 
just living on the husks in the hog- 
pen as the prodigal son did. 

It is not right for the sons and 
daughters of God to go hungry and 
thirsty when God has plenty. We 
can have the floods of water. We 
can have it and we should have it. 


Are You Satisfied With What 
You Have? 


You are saved, and you should 
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praise the Lord for that, but do 
you have all you want? The Lord 
says, “I will pour water on him 
that is thirsty.” 

One of the greatest sins of Chris- 
tians is that they are not thirsty. 
They are dried up and yet they are 
not thirsty. 

A man told me the other day 
that his wife did not drink enough 
water, and that she was always ail- 
ing. One day a friend said to him, 
“If you will cooperate with me, I 
will get your wife well.” 

This man then saw his friend’s 
wife and said to her, ““‘Do you know 
what I have invented? I have in- 
vented what is known as an elec- 
tro-bar.”’ 

“Well, what is it?’ she asked. 

He said, “It has certain radium 
and chemical properties in it, and 
if it is put in water and left to 
stand, then when you drink that 
water off the electro-bar, it will 
revitalize you inside and make over 
your whole body entirely. It will 
make old folks young again.” 

“Is that so?” she asked. 

“Yes. I sell them for ten dol- 
lars each, but if you will use one, 
I will give you one. You have 
been going -to a doctor and taking 
medicine, but this will cure you. 
Will you follow the directions if I 
give you one of them ?”’ 

“Yes, I will,” she said. 

He went down the brick yard 
and got a brick, and took it to a 
steel lathe and had it ground off 
smooth. It was just an ordinary 
brick. He had it ground off to the 
size and shape he wanted, and he 
took it to the lady, and said, “Now 
you put this in a certain size ves- 
sel, and leave it so many hours, 
and then drink all the water in 
that vessel.” 

She did that every day religious- 
ly, and drank all the water. She 
drank and drank and drank. Then 
she would fill the vessel up again— 
of course with bar in it—and drink 
the water. It was not long until 
everything that was wrong with 
her got all right. She began to 
think she was all right, and she 
drank that water until the disease 
was conquered and everything was 
all right. 

It is one of the saddest things 
in the world to find Christians who 
are not even thirsty enough to 
drink. God has for you an abun- 
dance, all of Heaven’s floodtides of 
blessing, but you do not drink.

You would feel that you must 
speak for God, You would wake up 
in the morning with joy because it 
was a new day in which to serve 
the Lord. You would have a joyful, 
flood-tide, irrigated life with your 
roots down in the abundance of 
water. 

Oh, poor, drouth-stricken Chris- 
tians, with your leaves all withered 
and your fruit knotty or no fruit 
at all, God wants to give you 
plenty and make you a blessing! 

“I will pour water upon him that 
is thirsty, and floods upon the dry 
ground,’’ God said. God is still in 
the flood business. Everywhere I 
go preachers are teaching the peo- 
ple that the Holy Spirit came at 
Pentecost and there was a flood 
of power, wonderful power, and 
three thousand were saved in a 
day, but they teach we cannot have 
that any more. They teach He 
came like a flood once and that 
that is enough. But it is a strange 
thing to me. It is true that Simon 
Peter had to preach to the crowd 
that crucified the Lord Jesus 
Christ, but I go to Hastings, Min- 
nesota, tonight, and I will have to 
preach to people just as wicked, 
as hell-bound and hell-bent as they 
were. And I need the same power, 
the same kind Peter had, the same 
joy, the same answers to prayer, 
the same wisdom. As I sit down 
to write for the paper, I need wis- 
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have the money to renew. By all 
means, readers who love the Lord 
should subscribe for others, and 
help get these messages in the 
hands of unsaved people, as well 
as in the hands of preachers, Sun- 
day school teachers and in every 
home wherever possible.

dom. I must have wisdom from 
God. I cannot write so as to bless 
hearts and feed Christians and in- 
spire preachers unless I have what 
they had in Bible times. I cannot 
do it. I have a right to the floods 
if I preach as I ought to. 


Some people are dry weather 
plants. They get accustomed to 


living in a desert. If you go out 
to Arizona, you will find certain 
kinds of plants that grow in the 
desert. Most of them are cactus. 
They are accustomed to the desert 
air and the desert climate. It takes 
very little water for them to get 
along. That is the way it is with 
some Christians. They are per- 
fectly contented if they are barely 
getting by, if they get a prayer 
answered once a year, just as long 
as there is “no visible mark of Thy 
displeasure on us,” as they say in 
their prayers. They are not con- 
cerned so long as they are get- 
ting by without God whipping the 
socks off them. They are desert 
Christians. They ought to be like 
the place I saw out in that same 
desert country. Away back up in 
the mountains they put a dam 
across the Gila River, the won- 
derful Coolidge Dam, and the water 
from the mountain sides forms a 
lake out there close to Phoenix, 
and that water is used for irri- 
gating. And my, my, the dates 
and figs and tomatoes and grapes 
and all kinds of things! They are 
the richest and finest in the coun- 
try for flavor and size. In that 
irrigated part they can raise any- 
thing. They have the sunshine and 
the soil. All they needed was the 
water. And, my Christian people, 
some of you never did win a soul. 
It would be a wonderful thing if 
God really turned the hose on you. 
You might turn out to be a won- 
derful soul winner. We ought not 
to be content to be ordinary, dry- 
land Christians. God wants to pour 
water on us. He wants to pour 
floods upon a dry ground. He said, 
“I will pour water upon him that 
is thirsty, and floods upon the dry 
ground.” Floods of water! You 
know the sin everywhere is that 
people are contented without Holy 
Spirit power. People do not have 
power, but they do not worry about 
it. 
‘ 

Brother Robert Hughes said to 
me one time, “Brother Rice, come 
and pray with me.” He told me 
that he had not won a soul, but he 
was told that that was all right, 
that he would later on, that he 
had to grow in grace. But some 
way he did not feel that was right. 
He had a feeling he should win 
souls now. 


I said, “Robert, I will tell you 
what to do. You go in a private 
place and pray now and ask God 
to take all hindrances out of your 
life and pour out His Holy Spirit 
on you so that you can win some- 
body to Christ today.” 


He had not won anybody before 
this. After praying, Robert went 
up to the courthouse and met some 
some fellows out on a seat on the 
courthouse lawn. Robert was in 
despair and was distressed. He got 
it on his heart to talk to some of 
the men. He talked to one of them, 
but he did not win him to Christ. 
Robert came back disappointed to 
tell me. I told him, “Well, we will

Robert saw the man the next 
day and stopped to talk to him 
again. Lo and behold, he found 
the man had already been saved! 

I said, ‘Robert, the reason peo- 
ple are not soul winners is because 
they do not make up their minds 
that they can be and ought to be. 
They have no business waiting 
about this matter and hoping later 
to grow into it.” 


Some people think they are not 
called to win souls and are not 
supposed to have blessings like 
others. 

I know one preacher who not 
long ago said, “I want to have all 
the power Moody had.” 


And somebody said, “God does 
not want many people to be 
Moodys.” 

Maybe He does not want them 
to be a Moody, but He wants us to 
have as much power and love, as 
much of the Holy Spirit as Moody 
had. It is our sin that we do not 
expect great blessings. We are 
content with a dribble from the 
faucet. Some of us are like a bird 
that sees a drop of water on the 
faucet, and he will sit down there 
and get that drop of water in his 
bill. That is the way you dribble 
along, just a drop, just a bare ex- 
istence of a Christian life, when 
God wants to pour out upon you 
floods of water on the dry ground. 


What Is Our Duty, Then? 


If we can have the power of the 
Holy Spirit, what are we going 
to do then? In the first place, each 
of us should say, ‘God helping me, 
I am going to get thirsty.” 

How does one get thirsty? For 
one.thing, good, hard work will 
make you thirsty. If you want to 
know how to get thirsty, you get 
a pitch fork and take a bundle 
wagon and wade in. Begin in the 
morning about 4:50 and work un- 
til sundown with a pitch fork load-

ing a string of wagons, and you 
will get thirsty along in the day. 
It will not be long until your over- 
alls will be wet and soaked 
through. They will dry and then 
you will sweat some more and dry 
again. Your clothes will begin to 
look salty. You will be bound to 
have some water. Good, hard work 
is one way to get thirsty. 

And another thing, salt will 
make you thirsty. The Bible is 
like salt. Brother, if you take the 
Word of God and read the Bible 
like you ought to, you will get 
thirsty. I never will forget when 
as a boy about fifteen or sixteen 
years old I read the second chap- 
ter of Acts. I read how at Pente- 
cost the power and joy came, and 
three thousand were saved in a 
day. I thought that was a won- 
derful thing. I thought so then 
and I think so now. That is one 
of the most fascinating and lovely 
chapters in the Bible. How won- 
derful that God Himself would just 
come and get in men until they 
speak with power and three thou- 
sand are saved in a day. That is a 
marvelous, glorious thing. I read 
it and read it. Brother, if you read 
the Bible, you will get thirsty. 

It is a sin that we do@not ask 
much when we pray. Everywhere 
I go, people say, “‘Do not go med- 
dling with God’s affairs. Do not 
ask so much. Do not expect so 
much.” Or they say, “Maybe it is 
not God's time.”’ I tell you, God 
wants us to come with hungry 
hearts and ask. Is that not what 
He said? In Luke 11:13 Jesus 
said, 

“If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto 
your children: how much more 
shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask him?” 


He will give the Holy Spirit to 
whom? To them that ask Him. 
Then ask Him. 
then why do you not ask and 
have? We can have power, we can 
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have blessing, we can have refresh- 
ing and joy. We can have the 
greenness of living. We can have 
the fruit of the Spirit. But if we 
want, we must ask. Do you want 
Holy Spirit power? Somebody 
Says, “That is out of date.”’ That is 
a funny idea. Or somebody says, 
“I do not believe in praying for 
the Holy Spirit.” Do you believe 
in praying for revival? What is 
that but praying for the Holy Spir- 
it? Did you ever pray for a sin- 
ner to be convicted? Who does 
that? You are praying for the 
Holy Spirit to work then, aren’t 
you? Did you ever pray for the 
Holy Spirit to bless a preacher as 
he preaches? You ought to. If 
you pray for that, what do you 
pray for? Really, you are praying 
for the Holy Spirit of God to be 
on the preacher to anoint him and 
help him preach? Well, did you 
ever pray for God to help you 
pray right? How does He do that? 
The Holy Spirit of God prays for 
us and with us with groanings 
that cannot be uttered (Rom. 8: 
26). That is praying for the Holy 
Spirit to take charge of you and 
move in and fill you. It is silly 
to say that you do not believe in 
praying for the Holy Spirit. You 
do not know what you think. You 
do not know what you are pray- 
ing for. If you are a Christian, you 
ought to pray for the Holy Spirit. 
Jesus told us to pray for the Holy 
Spirit. He said, “If ye then, being 
evil, know how to give good gifts 
unto Your children: how much 
more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him?” I am not talking about 
the Holy Spirit to come in to live 
in your body. I am saying that 
the Holy Spirit will be poured out 
upon you and cover you until you 
will be a wet-weather Christian, 
an irrigated Christian, a green 
Christian, until you will be a fruit- 
bearing Christian, a happy, con- 
tented Christian. May God pour 
out water upon us! He said, “‘I 
will pour water upon him that is 
thirsty.” Are you thirsty? God 
has plenty for you. 


Here is another word to unsaved 
people. God has a promse for you. 
You ought to be saved. Brother 
Joe was telling me about a woman, 
who would not be saved because 
she said she could not give up her 
pleasures yet. And yet she and her 
husband cannot meet their bills 
with what money they have, and 
they have a good salary. She said 
she was afraid to read the Bible 
because it condemned her sin. She 
had no peace and was constantly 
afraid. And yet she was saying 
she could not give up her pleas- 
ures! She does not have any pleas- 
ures. Is that not a strange thing 
about that business? The devil 
catches us as monkeys are caught. 
The way to catch monkeys is to 
put some nuts in a jug with a hole 
just large enough for the monkey 
to get his hand in. So Mr. Monkey 
comes along and he wants that 
nut, so in his hand goes and he 
grabs the nut. He gets his hand 
in there and cannot pull it out. 
But he will not turn loose of the 
nut. He stays there and works 
and works trying to get his hand 
out. Still he will not turn the nut 
loose. Finally they come back and 
put a sack over his head and carry 
him off. He does not have any 
pleasure, but he will not give up 
the nut. 

And this girl said, “No, I will 
not give up my pleasure.” 

I talked to two men, both of 
them were out of work. Both were 
poor. They were young men. One 
of them was out trying to get a 
little work in the harvest fields. 
One of them had been out working, 
and was heading back toward Post, 
Texas, where they lived. I tried 
to get them to be saved. “No,” they 
said, they were not ready to give 
up their pleasures yet. They did 
not have any pleasures to give 
up! 

What do you have to give up for 
Jesus Christ? Some people say, “I 
feel sorry for a preacher’s wife.” 
I do not want anybody feeling sor- 
ry for my wife. She is happier, 
in the first place, and she has more 
friends than she otherwise would 
have had, and does more good, and 
has more blessings and joys and 
treasures in Heaven. Nobody has 
any business feeling sorry for a 
preacher’s wife. It is a glorious 
thing for God, to put His hand on 
a man to preach, and his wife has 
blessings that she would not other- 
wise have.

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the bootlegging business, licensing 
men to sell liquor when it was still 
against the Dean law of Texas, 
and every liquor dealer was a boot- 
legger.

Well, one day you will lose your 
job. You have good health now, 
maybe. One of these days you may 
be flat on your back — in a week’s 
time, maybe. You will get thirsty 
then. I cannot help you if you do 
not have a thirst for God. But if 
there is a dissatisfaction, a thirst, 
then God says, “I will pour water 
upon him that is thirsty, and floods 
upon the dry ground: I will pour 
my spirit upon thy seed, and my 
blessing upon thine offspring.’ And 
He said, “The Spirit and the bride 
say, Come.
